M o st o f the publicity abo ut crime and the my thical Ma­ 
fia arises fro m a hy po crisy that is peculiar and almo st lo cal 
to th e United States. That hy po crisy is the ridiculo us po pu­ 
lar belief that gambling is v icio us and that pro fessio nal 
gam blers must be v ery bad men. But the few pro fessio nals 
are o nly the co nspicuo us captains o f this co mmerce. Their 
clients, like the clientele o f the bo o tlegger, o utnumber the 
m asters by hundreds o r tho usands to o ne: fo r the zest fo r 
gambling is co mparable to the appetite fo r bo o ze and no 
mo re indecent. 


If it be held that Frank Ccwieilo 
is a common criminal, then Earl 
Warren is a common politician. So 
what? Costello is not a criminal 
gam b ler in the ey es of any cou rt. 
He is brilliant by contrast with 
W arren's d u llness. Bu t Costello is 
serv ing fiv e y ears for an ex tremely 
technical and flimsy v iolation of a 
law which was ad opted to lame 
rev enu e and not to pu t him in prison 
for impu d ence in oribing crooked 
sheriffs to let him ru n slu t m a­ 
chines 
I cou ld clk* IO la***"** in hail a 
d ay oh the phone of tax -d od ge re 
who walked ou t oi d ie leUiru l

There was no more jropu lar d e­ 
mand for su ch laws than there 
was for prohibition. There is no 
more moral ju stification. Gam­ 
bling is not w rong. 
If gambling were mad e legal to­ 
morrow all ov er the United States, 
the cou ntry wou ld soon ad ju st to 
the commonplace conv enience of 
horse-parlors and keno lay ou ts. In 
Kansas City , when Harry Tru man 
was chairman of the cou nty board 
u nd er and by the selection of Tom 
Pend ergast, gambling hou ses were 
as wid e open as police stations and 
brothels, which, also were regu lat­ 
ed by the machine. These were d e­ 
cent gambling hou ses. They were 
ou tsid e the law, bu t the proprietors 
and employ ees were not the pri­ 
m ary criminals. Pend ergast was 
the arch-criminal who corru pted 
free gov ernment for power and 
money . 
I cannot conju re the practical 
reality if gambling were su d d enly 
legalized . I think sharp, cu nning 
persons wou ld be attracted by the 
great possibilities and the swift ac­ 
tion. 
Joe Kenned y ’s career in a field 
of gambling called “ finance,” and 
Barney Baru ch’s abou t 25 y ears 
before Joe stru ck it rich, su ggest 
that wid e open, legal, gambling 
wou ld 
thru st 
into 
prominence 
men 
of 
enormou s 
su perficial 
charro and wit, law-abid ing Cos­ 
tellos, if y ou will. 
It may seem irrev erent in ou r 
present bu t fad ing fram e of mind 
to imagine a common gam bler 


whom the pu blic wou ld regald as 
the eld er statesm an of his time. 
Bu t we hav e had some in the 
past who almost mad e it. 


Honest John Retry , of New York, 
was waning when I met him a few' 
times in his d u sty old rooms in a 
red stone front in the Forties off 
Broad way .

What can y ou d o to prev ent 
y ou rself from becoming like the 
u nsociable d eafened people I wrote 
abou t the other d ay ? 
Well, the chances are ev en that 
y ou 
can 
hav e 
y ou r 
hearing 
brou ght back to nearly normal 
lf y ou get the kind of hearing aid 
that’s best su ited to y ou . 
How to shop for y ou r hearing a id : 
• Ask y ou r d octor to refer y ou 
to a hearing aid center where y ou 
can try ou t the v ariou s ty pes. The 
center may be ru n by a nonprofit 
organization, or it may be an ou t­ 
let for the Hearing Aid Ind u stry 
Conference, whose Chicago location 
is at 437 Merchand ise M art and 
whose New York office is at 40 
E ast 34th Street. 
Either of these offices will fu r­ 
nish y ou with tile location of a test 
center nearest y ou r home. There is 
no charge for thi3 serv ice. The as­ 
sociation itself makes no recom ­ 
mend ations. 
• At the test center, try ou t each 
of the v ariou s instru ments. When 
y ou ’v e d ecid ed which is best for 
y ou , choose the mod el y ou like 
best, whether worn on the Head in 
ey eglasses, or behind the ear, or 
worn on the bod y beneath y ou r 
d ress or su it. 
• If y ou hav e a choice of two 
or more, select the mod el of the 
company that has a shop or rep­ 
resentativ e in y ou r neighborhood , 
becau se y ou ’re going to need ad ­ 
ju stm ents and serv ice ju st as y ou 
d o on y ou r washing machine or 
y ou r au tomobile. 
• Don’t wait fiv e y ears, like the 
av erage d eafened persons, to get 
y ou r machine. By that tim*3, y ou 
may hav e alread y d ev eloped per­ 
sonality changes that will be hard 
to get rid of. 
• Don’t be selfconsciou s abou t 
the instru m ent. If Herbert Hoov er, 
Eleanor 
Roosev elt, 
Bernard 
M. 
Baru ch and other d eafened people 
in the pu blic ey e m ake no fu ss 
abou t their machines, y ou can learn 
to carry y ou rs with equ al grace. 
And m ost im portant of all: 
d on’t giv e u p y ou r job or stay 
away from social gatherings be­ 
cau se y ou ’v e gotten it into y ou r 
head that y ou ’re u nwelcome. In­ 
telligent employ ers and thou ght­ 
fu l friend s welcome y ou to their 
places of bu siness and their so­ 
cial gatherings. 
Think only of the ad v antages y ou 
possess. For one. when the y ak-y ak 
gets tiresom e YOU can escape with 
the flick of a switch.

Behind Urging Child to Bed

Fran ’s bedtime is 9 o’clock. 
At 8 :40 her mother say s, “It’s 
time to start putting y our paints 
away , dear.” At 8 :45, she say s, 
“Didn’t y ou hear me, Fran ?” At 
8 :50 she tries to be “nice” again. 
Going into the dining room, she 
peers over the child's shoulder at 
the picture she s coloring to say , 
“It's beautiful, dear—but y ou bet­ 
ter put it away now and finish it 
tomorrow.” 


When Frail doggedly continues 
to apply paint, her mother resorts 
to reasonableness. “How do y ou 
ex pect to be ready for school to­ 
morrow if y ou w'on’t go to bed on 
time? Flan, it’s after 9. Come on, 
now. Let’s . . 
None of these appeals reach 
Fran ’s awareness of her need for 
sleep. 
This is natural. Most children 
have to drop in their tracks before 
they become aw*are of their own 
fatigue. And, therefore, they re­ 
spond to our coaxing or reasonable 
invitations to retire with skepticism 
and resentment. But at the end of 
a busy day , we giowmups should 
be able to be aware of our fatigue. 
By Fran ’s bedtime, we should 
know that we want to be done with 
responsibilities for other people — 
and just be our tired selves. And 
instead of try ing to arouse her 
awareness of her need for rest, de­ 
clare our own need for it simply 
and dhectly . We should say : 
“Go to bed now. If y ou aren’t 
tired, I am — and want to be alone 
with daddy .” 
Parents find It hard to make this 
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statement simply and firmly be­ 
cause it’s so hard for us to appear 
to be interested in our own wel­ 
fare. 
So at children’s bedtimes, we put 
on acts of overconcern for their 
welfare. Into our pleas that they 
consider their need for rest goes 
all our own intense but forbidden 
desire for it. 
This dishonesty is what makes 
our problem. Fran know's, even if 
we don’t, that our bedtime nagging 
is our wish to relax and be done 
with the day ’s obligation to her. 
As we seem too scared of it to ex ­ 
press it openly , she begins to get 
scared of it, too. 
She begins to wonder if we wrant 
to get rid of her permanently —and 
to block the wish our nonsense has 
made so threatening, will try to 
stay un all night to be sure we’ll 
be there w*hen she needs us in the 
morning.

CHICAGO (JI — Spacemen v isit 
in g Ven u s wou ld literally ju mp 
in to a fry in g pan , a scien tist re 
ported today . 
For radio sig n als comin g from 
Ven u s in dicate it has a su rface 
temperatu re of 58 5 deg rees Fah­ 
ren heit—too hot for an y life to 
ex ist, or for an y water. 


Similar eav esdroppin g on radio 
wav es from Ju piter in dicate that 
plan et has a radiation halo which 
wou ld be IOO times more dan g er­ 
ou s for spacemen than the Van 
Allen radiation belts arou n d the 
earth, said Fran k D. Drake of the 
Nation al 
Radio Astron omy Ot>- 
serv atory , Green Ban k, W. Va. 
Drake spoke at open in g session s 
of the American Assn . for the Ad­ 
v an cemen t of Scien ce. 
The heat of a plan et produ ces 
radio emission s of a certain fre­ 
qu en cy or sig n al, wdiich can be 
picked u p by sen sitiv e radio tele­ 
scopes. 
The radio stu dies hav e su pplied 
the first observ ation of the hard 
su rface of Ven u s, Drake said. The 
temperatu re has been n early 58 5 
deg rees-alm ost three times the 
boilin g poin t of water—for at least 
the last three y ears. 
The heat cou ld come from a hot 
core, or more probably be du e to 
the g reen hou se-ty pe heatin g effect 
from the thick v eil of clou ds su r­ 
rou n din g Ven u s. Drake said. 
Ven u s’ 
clou ds 
wrere 
recen tly 
shown to con tain water v apor. 
Bu t water on the su rface wou ld 
boil away , makin g it “v ery u n ­ 
likely that life ex ists. The plan e­ 
tary su rface probably con sists, at 
most, of barren rock an d deserts.”

car left the road in Lin coln . 


He said that while on the road 
Fowler told him, “ I’m the man 
who shot Rog er Tou hy . Here, let 
me show y ou somethin g .” 


The hitchhiker said the driv er 
open ed the g lov e compartmen t an d 
showed him a box of shotg u n 
shells an d said, “Half of them 
are here an d the other half ar® 
in Rog er Tou hy .” 


Police also fou n d a .12 g au g e 
shotg u n in the car. 
Tou hy , 61, a Prohibition Era 
g an g leader, was killed, police 
said, with the same size shotg u n 
bu t with size -OO- shot, u n like the 
kin d fou n d in Fowler's car. 
The police said Fowler was too 
dru n k at the time of the acciden t 
to be qu estion ed. 
He was treated for min or in ­ 
ju ries an d rested a few hou rs. 
Then he asked police: “What’s 
this abou t Tou hy ? What am I 
su pposed to hav e don e to him?” 
Fowler’s wife told police in Lock­ 
port that her hu sban d wras at home 
the n ig ht of Dec. 16, when Tou hy 
was killed an d his compan ion , Wal­ 
ter Miller, 62, was in ju red. 
Fowler’s former employ er said 
also that he had borrowed th® 
shotg u n in qu estion to g o hu n tin g 
an d did n ot retu rn it to Fowler u n ­ 
til Dec. 17.
